"In this hour I was responsible 
for the fate of the Germ an nation." 
Hitler declared. 
This, he added was his answer to 
the question as to why he did not 
“invoke an ordinary course of ac­ 
tion.” 
“And thereby,” he continued, "the 
supreme court of th e Germ an peo­ 
ple during those 24 hours was my­ 
self. 
"I gave orders to shoot those who 
were mainly responsible for treach­ 
ery. 
Reassures Storm Troopers 
“I issued orders, further, th at lf 
any m utineers tried to resist arrest 
they were to be immediately shot 
down. Tile nation must know that 
I its existence cannot be endangered 
without punishm ent by anybody."

storm troopers in the course of his 
talk tliat their brown shirts again
